After the formal allegations contained in 
the bill there begins a rec‘tal of the charges 
against the defendants alleged to be in vio- 
lation of the Sherman law. 

‘It is charged that the defendants named 
have entered into and are maintaining a 
combination, agreement, or trust, in re- 
straint of trade and commerce among the 
several States and that the said agreement 
or combination is in direct violation of the 
terms and provisions of the act making such 
combinations illegal. 


Monopoly of Beef Trade. 

It is alleged that the defendants have 
become parties and still are parties to an 
agreement or combination which in effect 
provides for the absolute control of the beef 
trade in and between the several States in 
restraint of trade and commerce between 
said several States. 

It is charged that the defendants named 
have entered into and are maintaining an 
agreement or combination to raise or lower 
prices of beef, which in effect is in restraint 
of trade and commerce between the several 
States; that the fixing of prices in effect 
creates a monopoly in the beef trade, and 
the same is alleged to be in restraint pt 
trade and commerce between the several 
Btates. 

It is charged that the maintenance of such 
an agreement or combination in restraint of 
trade and commerce sstifies competition, 
creates a trust, and works great hardshfps 
on legitimate trade and commerce, 

It is alleged that the agreement or com- 
bination as entered into and maintained 
fixes prices of the products handled without 
regard to the supply and demand and isin 
effect in direct restraint of trade and com- 
merce. 

‘Retailers at Their Mercy. 

It also is charged that the packers named 
as defendants have created and are main- 
taining a blacklisting system under and by 
which retailers or those who by the customs 
of the beef trade are dependent for their 
products on the defendants are compelled to 
aubmit to certain and arbitrary rules or in 
effect be forced out of the beef trade. 

It is alleged that there is in existence an 
agreement or combination which in effect 
provides for the regulation and distribution 
of beef products throughout the several 
States; that in effect such an agreement and 
combination prevent the legitimate and 
usual competition vital to trade and com- 
merce in and between States and is in re- 
etraint thereof. 

It also is all that the packers or pack- 
ing firms made defendant have entered into 
‘an agreement or combination among them- 
selves and with certain railroad companies 
engaged in the general traffic business in and 
‘between the several States under and by 
which the defendants are enabled to secure 
for themselves certain concessions or re- 
bates and favors denied other patrons of the 
gaia railroads and other individuals and 
firms engaged in the handling of beef prod- 
ucts, and that the same is in restraint of 
trade and commerce. 

The bill sets out specific instances of the 
alleged violations of the law and is one of the 
jongest legal documents of its nature ever 

for filing in the United States Cir- 
cult Court. 
’ Prayer for the Injunction. 

The prayer of the bill on which such relief 
as is decreed will be granted is substantially 
as follows: 

**In consideration wherof, and in as much 


| ' as your orator can only have adequate relief 


in the premises in this honorable court where 
matters of this nature are properly cogniz- 
able and relievable, your orator prays that 
this honorable court may order, adjudge, 
and decree that the said agreement or com- 
bination between the said defendants be dis- 
solved, and that the said defendants, and 
all and each of them, be enjoined and pro- 


feiture. 


: Ministry to Keep Its Secret. 

Mr. Balfour, in discussing the shipping 
combine, said that he quite appreciated the 
importance of the subject and the desire of. 
the members to discuss It, but no useful pur- 
pose could be served by a debate now. The 
government, he said, had been privately 
informed regarding the actions of private 
individuals, and it was giving the matter 


4¥ anxious consideration. If it disclosed the in- 


formation it would shut the door to further 
confidences. 

Mr. Balfour said the combination, it should 
be remembered, was not a government com- 
bination. It was simply a trade combination 
by foreign capitalists, and those who took 
the view that the government ought to take 
steps to deal with it were admitting that the 
old doctrine of individual enterprige had 
broken down and that the régime of festrict- 
ed competition should be substituted. Of the 
two aspects of the subject one did not seem. 
difficult, and they were bound to deal with it. 
But as to the trading question, which, per-. 
haps, was more important, they would show 
‘themselves’ to be charlatans if they came. 
down with a ready- made scheme prepared at 
a notice. 


Commons Ready to Act... | 
Bryce; Liberal, said no one could 
blame 
greatest caution. The House Would be ready, 
he declared, if legislation were necessary, to 
put aside other business tn order to deal 
with matters of such vast commercial im- 
portance. 

Other speakers held that the arrangement 
was in no way unpatriotic. It was an al- 
liance, not annexation by Americans. The 
companies had simply made a reasonable 
and business-like combination. 

Sir James Wood House, Liberal, dis- 
claimed all antipathy or ill feeling for Amer-

Americans, who -had already captured the 
British shoe and steel industries, and he 
wanted the government to take action in or- 
der to stem the tide. 


Beresford Expresses Alarm. 

The remarks of Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford (Conservative) rather 
sided with those who thought the American 
invasion spelled ruin to Britishers. He said 
he feared the American trust would use this 
combination to pour American produce into 
this country, to the disadvantage of the pro- 
ducers here, and that there would be a 
general disruption of the whole trade and 
‘commerce of Great Britain. Lord Beres- 
ford advocated subsidizing steamers on the 
Canadian route. 


Naval Contract Not Violated. 

In reply ta a question Mr. Arnold-Forster, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Admiralty, 
said the White Star line had apparently 
not departed from the terms of its agree- 
merit with the Admiralty. Asked whether 
the statement made by the owners of the 
White Star company showed a material al- 
teration in regard to the position of ships on 
which the government had the power of pre- 
emption Mr. Arnold-Forster said he could 
not answer that question. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Bowles 
as to whether the Admiralty were in doubt 
as to their legal rights, Mr. Arnold-Forster 
replied: ‘“‘No. If a contract were broken 
the Admiralty would know what toto. The 
question is whether a contract has been 
broken or not.” 


Will Make Details Public. 

The Shipping Gazette says it understands 
that the details of the shipping combine will 
shortly be issued to the public, coincident 
with an explanatory memorandum to the 
shareholders of the White Star and Dominion 
lines. The promoters of the combine do not 
feel themselves obliged to explain their busi- 
ness proposals to the world, but, in view of 
the international interest in the matter, they 
have decided to issue a short and precise 
statement. 


Press Far from Satisfied. 

The debate in the House of Commons on 
the shipping combination fails to satisfy the 
press, which still calls on the government to 
take some steps, without indicating in what 
direction they should be taken. 

The Standard adheres to the view that the 
combination may cover an attack on British 
naval supremacy in view of the policy of the 
United States to create a powerful navy and 
merchant fleet. 

The Morning Leader says: “‘We are be- 
yond the phase of single trusts. <A federa- 
tion of trusts faces us. What can be done 
in American steel could be done in wheat.”

far as my directors will allow me, as long 
as there is any money in our treasury.” 

Further explaining his position, he said 
that the beet sugar producers had entered 
into a contract with dealers giving them the 
exclusive market,and to this he had objected, 
because, after the beet sugar men had sold 
their entire crop, the brands of the trust 
would be comparatively unknown and would 
be at a great disadvantage. “ They took my 
customers,” he said, “by unfair terms, 
agreeing to beat any price that I would: make, 
and that is what I objected to,” 


Trust Controls Prices. 


Asked as to the control the sugar trust ex> 
ercised over the price of raw sugars, the 
witness said: 

“It goes without saying that a company 
which produces 65 per cent of the refined 
sugar renders it impossible for any compet- 
itor to secure a higher

Buys Little Cuban |

“Since early in February last we have 
purchased @,000 tons; or 256,000 bags, of 
Cuban s » or about ten days’ supply, 
Of that quantity 26,000 tons is now in process 
of shipment from Cuba. The paid 
ranged from 1.75 to 1.98, the hig price 
being paid on March 18 and the lowest on 
April 22. We have bought, all told, 98,000 
tons of Cuban sugars dufing the present 
year, or about three-fourths of a month's 
supply. our consumption being about $5,000 
tons per week. We contro! no sugar in Cuba 
other than that purchased.

USUAL MERIT. : 


Ceronation Exhibition Presents Some 
Notable Works by Well Known Men 
—Italian, Antonio Macini, Has a 
Startling Departure from Accepted 
Lines—Youngey School Gives Cred- 
itable Array of Paintings—Formal 
Opening on Monday.

was given today. The exhibition shows 


higher average merit than its recent prede- 
cessors, 


There are fewer pictures and hence there 
is less crowding and ekying, and, though not 
more than the usual number of the paintings 
rise above mediocrity, tnere are fewer that 
fall below. There is also manifest a more 
liberal disposition towards works that are 
not strictly in accordarice with academic 
traditions. The exhibits number 1,726, 
nearly half of which are in oil. There are 


water colors and miniatures and 
pieces of sculpture. 114 


New Note by Italian Macini. 

The newest note is struck by Antonio Ma- 
cini, an Italian, who came to England a year 
ago and painted a number of pertraits which 
have been much discussed in artistic circles. 
His canvases are loaded with pigment to an 
extraordinary extent, often Suggesting a 
kind of low relief modeling in paint, and he 
does not. hesitate to introduce other mate- 
rials to get the desired effect. His example 
at the academy is a portrait of a woman ina 
black dress seated on a couch, with cushions 
of old gold. He has made use of bits of white 


métal to indicate the gleam of a buckle at: 


the waist, the glitter of rings, and the high 
light on a silver vase centaining’ dark pur- 
ple flowers, The effect is vividly realistic. 
Whether in this case the end justifies the 
means probably will be the chief question 
raised by this year’s exhibition. Unfortu- 
nately the portrait is hung in an unsuitable 


light. | 
Many Worthy of Praise. 

As one walks through the dozen galleries 
some fifty pictures claim prompt attention 
by salient merit of ‘some kind. Prominent 
among these are eight portraits by Sargent. 
His two large portrait groups of Ladies Alex- 
ander Mary and Theo Acheson and the Misses 
Hunter, though containing passages giving 
evidences of technical mastery which among 
living painters probably only Emil Wauters 
could rival, are not so. satisfactory through- 
out as some single figures, notably Alfred 
Wertheimer and Mrs. Leopold Hirsch. The 
latter, a scheme of rose and silver against a 
dark red curtain, is exceedingly good. It is 
a portrait that will live. His Duchese of 
Portiand in crimson and white hangs as a 
pendant to a Carolus Duran. His portrait 
of Mrs. Charles 8. Henry is also a masterly 
achievement. 

Mr. Abbey sends only one drawing, a charm- 
ing one, entitled “‘ The Amaryllis Dance,” in 
green. 

Mr. Shannon has an amusing portrait of 
Phil May in scarlet hunting costume. It is 
an excellent likeness. 


Poor Portrait of King. ‘ 

A state portrait of the King by Luk 
Fildes occupies much space, being surround- 
ed by silken draperies and wreaths of laurel. 
It is mainly a record of uniform decora- 
tions and other royal accessories, and the 
face, curiously enough, resembles that of 
the artist himself. 

There is a good full-length portrait of 
Mme. Melba by her compatriot, Rupert 
Bunny. 

Others who send interesting portraits of 
Benjamin Constant, Frank Bramley, Lee 
Hankey, and Charles Furse. 


Notable Work of Younger Men. 
-In another department one of the younger 


associates, Henry la Thangue, carries off the 
palm. He has a half dozen brilliaht can- 


vases, one of which depicts a flock of geese 


waddling across a meadow, followed by a 
peasant girl. Apple trees in the glory of full 
bloom figure in the background, and the 
whole is checkered by sunlight and luminous 
shadow rendered with much force and 
beauty. 

Four romantic landscapes, finely colored 
and composed, are exhibited by Alfred East, 
an artist whose work has a high quality of 
distinction, so frequently, and often in his 
case, combined with a certain lack of vigor. 

Other landscapists whose work claims at- 
tention are David Murray, Joseph Farquhar- 
son, Ernest Waterlow, and George Clauson, 
all members of the Academy, and among the 
outsiders Moffat, Lindner, Yeend, King, and 
the Norwegian Fritz Thaulow. As marine 
painters Peter Graham and Robert Allan 
have distinguished themselves. ‘ 

Among the noteworthy pictures of animals 
are two.cf cats, by Henriette Ronner. John 
Swan sends excellent studies of lions, leop- 
ards, and their cubs. He also sends good 
portraits and sculpture. 

The late Sidney Cooper is represented by 
four characteristic sheep and cattle arrange- 
ments. | 

Sir Edward Poynter’s Nymphs. 

President Sir Edward Poynter exhibits 
several smail examples of his careful and 
highly finished Work in oil and a water color. 
One may mention “ The Storm Nymphs,” 
graceful, long tressed maidens in an ocean 
cave strewn with wreckage and rich spoils of 
gold and precious stuffs. Seen through the 
mouth of the cave a ship is breaking up, its 
erew, lured to danger by the siren’s music. 

Alma-Tadema contributes a rather dull 
portrait and a good, though small speci- 
men, of his usual style.

GERMAN MARSHAL SAYS JAPAN 

EXPECTS WAR WITH RUSSIA. 
\ 

Former Commander-in-Chief in China 
Declares the Younger Generation of 
the French People Have Given Up 
the Idea of Revenge and Is Now 
Friendly to the Kaiser’s Empire— 
Asserts That Russia Must Give Up 
Anti-German Sentiments. 


BERLIN, May 1.—‘* American energy and 
American millions are making themselves 
felt in China more and more powerfully. 
That country will exercise a favorable in- 
fluence in world politics.”” So said Count 
von, Waldersee in an interview at Dresden. 

Although he chose-his language with 
caution, Count von Waldersee made several 
statements of the first importance. 


Japan Expects War with Russia. 

* The English-Japanese alliance is of pre- 
eminent significance,’ he said. ‘It reveals 
the seriousness of the world situation. In 
Japan, which I visited after leaving China, 
a collision with Russia is regarded as un- 
avoidable. The Japanese troops which I saw 


‘are excellently trained. 


“ Several of the Russian. positions in east 
Asia seem still to be exposed, but this will 
not be for long, because Russia is making the 
best use of her time.’’ 


France Gives Up Revenge. 

' Referring to his relations with the French 
forces during the Chinese troubles, Count 
von Waldersee said: 

“The French troops always liked to fight 
by the side of the German soldiers. The 
idea of revenge is no longer alive in the 
young generation in France. This young 
generation recognizes that German unity, 
which the war of 1870 was designed to pre- 
vent, cannot be reversed, and that France’s 
life interests today demand the strengthen- 
ing civilization of a great colonial empire. 


Gives Russia a Hint. 

*“ The reserved attitude of many Russian 
officers during the China affair showed that 
the anti-German sentiment which was cher- 
ished in Russia after the Berlin congress was 
not yet extinguished. Many Russian circles 
are slow to realize the obligations imposed 
by the new situation, but the weight of 
economies facts and the necessity for Russia 
to continue the work begun in east Asia 
remain important elements in the shaping— 
or, rather, say the continuance—of our good 
relations with Russia.’’ 


SENHOR SEVERO READY TO FLY. 


Airship Is Completed and Inflated So 
Test Can Be Made on the First 
"Favorable Day. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May 1.—Senhor Severo, the Brazil- 
ian aeronaut, has inflated his airship, which 
is now ready to be launched. It hasa capac- 
ity of 2,344 meters, four times as great as 
the airship ef Santos Dumont. A third car 
is built into the balloon, giving it the appear- 
ance of a big cigar with a thin wedge cut out 
of it. The frame fit 
opening. 

The airship is driven by three scréws, two 
atjached to the central axis of the balloon 
and the third to the axis of the car. it has 
two petroleum motors, one of twenty-four 
horse-power at the stern and another of 
sixteen horse-power at the bow. Both have 
four cylinders and are cooled with water. 


There are electric batteries for ignition pur- 


poses. 

The ship will carry two engineers, whose 
sole duty will be to attend to the motors. 
These will be carried in addition to Senhor 
Severo, who is confident of success, although 
the machinery of his airship is most compli- 


cated. He is only awaiting a fine day to 


make an ascent. 


HAWAIIAN VIEWS OF DOLE. 


President Roosevelt’s Indorsement Re- 
ceived with Diverging Comment 
in Honolulu Business Circles.

HONOLULU, April 25, via San Francisco, 
May 1.—The news that President Roosevelt 
has expressed his indorsement of Governor 
Dole’s administration of Hawatlian affairs 
was received here with the greatest interest.

Prepare a Seathing Arraignment of 

_ the So-Cdlled Trust and Will File It 
When Final Word Comes from At- 
torney General Knex in Washing- 
ton—Held That the “Big Six” Have 
Created a Monoply in Restriction of 
Trade and Competition.

hibited from further agreeing, combining, 
and conspiring and acting together to main- 
tain rules and agreements and prices on beef 
products to the restraint of trade and com- 
merce between the several States,’ and 
then praying that the defendants be enjoined 
and prohibited from doing the other illegal 
ects set forth in the body of the bill. 

The defendants are called om to answer in 
full all the matters charged in the bill and the 
usual signatures are attached to the docu- 
ment. 

The exact time of the filing of the bill de- 
pends entirely on the action of Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox. It has been United States Attor- 
ney Bethea’s wish to submit the document 
to Mr. Knox, although it is drawn along the 
line of instructions received from that offi- 
cial. Whether the bill will be sent to Wash- 
ington or filed immediately is a guarded se- 
cret. 

Attorney Day is still in Chicago and may 
take the bill to Washington himself. If Mr. 
Knox should telegraph instructions to pro- 
ceed with the filing of the bill it may make 
its appearance in court this week. 


Packers’ Influence at Work. 


Next to the completion of the bill for an 
injunction, the most important development 
in the office of United States Attorney 
Bethea yesterday was the discovery of what 
appears to be an organized attempt to in- 
fluence the Department of Justice to recon-: 
sider its determination to begin proceed- 
ings against the Chicago packers. 

While it all along has been known that 
the packers were doing all in their power 
to inspire interviews with stock raisers and 
farmers protesting against the contemplat- 
ed action of the government, heretofore their 
efforts have been confined to the distri- 
bution of such matter through a regularly 
employed “press agent.’ It now is ‘ad- 
mitted that scores of persons have been 
given a hearing by Mr. Bethea, and that they 
bave attempted to persuade that official to 
drop the proceedings to be brought against 
the packers. 

When told that the only person who could 
‘stop the suit is Attorney General Knox, the 
emissaries have asked that Mr. Bethea use 
his influence with the Attorney General to 
end the investigation. 


‘Packers Make the Conditions. 
Some of the arguments used by the pack- 
ers’ friends are the decrease in the demand 
for stock at the live stock markets, the re- 
duction in the number of employés by the 


large packing firms, and the consequent* 


injury to the interests of the stock raiser and 
farmer. This they attribute to the agita- 
tion against the beef trade and the expected 
legal proceedings against the packers. 
Those best posted with the methods of the 
packers, about to be brought into court de- 
clare the points cited are all true, but openly 
charge the packers themsel with being 
responsible for the changed conditions. They 
charge them with beginning the deliberate 
«plan of forcing a protest against the fed- 
eral investigation by the use of their arbi- 
trary powers of the control of the supply and 
demand of stock and beef products. 


One of the “ Losers.” 


State Senator Charles H. Hughes of Dixon, 
Ill, a personal friend of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Bethea, called on that official 
yesterday. e declared the object of his 
visit was private business, but after his call 
he did not hesitate to express his opinion of 
the impending proceedings. 

“This confounded beef trust agitation 
cost me $100 today,”’ declared Mr. Hughes. 
“There is no beef trust. We have been 
feeding cattle on 60-cent corn. There was 
no money in the business at that rate while 
prices were at high water mark, but since the 
slump we must sell at a loss. I am not op- 
posed to President Roosevelt by any matter 
or means, but I cannot help foreseeing that 
the vigor with which he is beginning this in- 
vestigation will be damaging if not fatal to 
his political prospects.” 

Headquarters in Omaha. 

As soon as it became known that the regu- 
lar weekly meetings between the packers 
in Chicago had been abandoned, the federal 
officials are understood to have begun an in- 
vestigation to ascertain where the ‘“head- 
quarters” of the alleged combination had 
been moved to. 

It now is believed tivat the packers meet in 
Omaha and trangact all the business hereto- 
fore taken care of in Chicago. The change 
in the headquarters is supposed to be due to 
the impending action of the federal officials 
in the United States Circuit Court. 

According to reports from Omaha, early 
morning messages go out of that city to the 
agents of the packers in New York and all the 
Eastern citiesand these messages govern the 
dealings for the day. The telegraph wires are 
said to be almost swamped during the early 
hours. Omaha is almost as central a place 
for the packers to operate from ae Chicago. 
The four large packing firms have plants 
there and the other two members of the 
“ Big Six’ have trusted agents in the city. 

Many Yards Employes Idle. 

More than 1,000 employés have been laid 
off by Swift & Co. and Libby, McNeill & 
Libby because of the slack time. The firm 
of Armour & Co. is working men in shifts 
of two days each to avoid making a straight 
reduction of one-half the force. 

Infofmation . having the same somber 
meaning to the employés is being received 
from all sections of the country. In New

TOILERS TURN FROM COSTLY 
MEAT TO VEGETABLES. 


High Prices of Beef Force Working 
People to Seek Other Food Equally 
Natritious and Cheaper—Analysis 
Shows Amount of Nourishment in 
Cereals Fully Capable of Supplying 
Human Needs — Clerks of 
Fighting Alleged Trust. 


The present high prices of beef have caused 
thousands of working men and women who 
have been accustomed to eating it to turn 
about for foods which will furnish the same 
amount of nutrition and which will be better 
suited to the limitations ofthepurse. Many 
families have already turned to a strictly 
vegetable or cereal diet, and have found no 


difficulty in obtaining the proper amount of 


nourishment to supply them with energy for 
they daily labors. 

Another phase of the situation is present- 
ed in the down-town department stores, 
where hundreds of women and girls are 
threatening to join the ranks of the vege- 
tarians because the price of meat is beyond 
the reach of their purses. They even talk 
of organizing against the packers, so strong 
ts the feeling that they are being imposed 
upon, They have been compelled to forego 
meat, and have found it not such a hardship 
as was first imagined. . 

Scientists say that from 3,000 to 3,500 cal- 
ories, or heat units, are necessary to furnish 
the average laboring man with proper nour-- 
ishment, and’that from 2,400 to 2,900 calories 
are required for working women. Ananaly- 
sis of a number of foods, other than meats, 
show that man can obtain the required sub- 
Stances of nutrition without eating meat; 
and ata remarkably lowercost. 


Nourishment Found in Cereals.

Sample Menus Given. 


Dr. W. A. Evans of the Columbus lab- 
oratories suggests the following selectione for 
breakfast, dinner, and supper,. which can be 
chosen in any combination to give man a 
variety: 

Breakfast—Two rolls, one-half ounce butter, 
two ounces breakfast food, two ounces milk, one- 
half ounce sugar, and one ounce cream. 

Dinner—Four ounces fish, four ounces bread, 
ene-half ounce butter, six ounces vegetables. 

Sipper—Eight ounces oysters, eight ounces 
bread, one ounce butter, one-half ounce cocoa 
powder, two ounces milk, one-half ounce sugar,

Eat Meat Once a Week. 


In the big stores the women and girls ad- 
mit that they have only eaten meat oncea 
week where they have been accustomed to 
including it:in almost every one of their 
daily meals. Many of the girls go the al- 
eged trust one better, and declare that they 
‘will never eat beef again, even if it is dis- 
tributed from the big packing-houses with- 
out charge. 

-“ We have had to change our whole diet,” 
declared a young Woman who was standing 
behind a lead pencil counter, “and we are 
‘angry at the beef trust. Most of us had a 
hard time finding the proper nourishment 
when we were forced to deny ourselves of 
meat, and now that we find that we can get 
along without it I think we will or to 
keep the girls from ever tasting beef again.” 


Clerks Undergo Hardships. 

An hour spent in any of the big down-town 
stores, where women and girls are employed 
at low salaries, is enough to convince one 
of the hardship which they are compelled 
te endure because of the alleged packers’ 
combine. In the Fair 16 girls out of 20 ad- 
mitted, when asked if they were eating meat 
as regularly as they had been accustomed, 
that they did mot have beef more than twice 
or three times a week since the prices have 
forced the packing-house product out of 
reach. In the other down-town stores in- 
quiries showed practically the same pro- 
portion of clerks had been forced to ab- 
stain from meat. i 


Advertisers Boom Goods. 


The advertising managers for cereal and | 
liquid foods are taking advantage of the 
fight.on the so-called beef trust to boom their 
goods.

THR PEOPLE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 
The magnitude of the task which the 
United States has undertaken in the Philip- 
pine Islands is suggested by an article upon 
the people of those islands which Judge 
Taft, their Governor, has contributed to the 
current mumber of the Independent. Rough- 
Jy speaking, he divides the population into 
three groups, the Christian Filipinos, num- 
bering 6,000,000; the Mohammedan Moros, 
1,600,000; and the pagans, usually desig- 
nated the hill tribes, also numbering about 
1,500,000. The problem, therefore, is how 
to develop and Americanize and in some 
eases-to civilize 9,000,000 of people. 
‘Judge Taft devotes the larger part of his 
article. to the Moros, who are divided into 
four groups-—viz: The Moros of Mindanao, 


_Jolo group, over whom the Sultan of Jolo 
claims authority; the Zamboangan Moros; 
and the lake Moros, with whom the troops 
are now having trouble owing to the recent 
murders of American soldiers. The Moros 
are tribal in their habit of life and Mobam- 
medan in- religion. . The tribai leaders are 
called dattos and they rule their follow- 
ers absolutely. The Moro is not far re- 
moved from the savage, though less 
nomadic, He performs agricultural work 

' gnder the direction of his datto, but war 
is a$ normal for him as peace. Judge Taft 
is of opinion that the Moros must be 

pea through the dattos in the first in- 
stance, but will have to be restrained by 
foree and the show of military power. The 

Moros with whom we are in trouble have 
been less amenable to civilizing influences 
than any others in the group, but itis Judge 
Taft’s opinion that what bas already been 
done will lead to a satisfactory adjustment 
betweén General Chaffee and the dattos, 

The number, the customs, and even the 

‘sharacteristics of the hill tribes are not 
yet well.known. The lowest in this grade 
are the Negritos, who are supposed to be 
the aborigines of the Philippines, They are 
few in number and low in inteHigence and 
tardly eat be civilized. The remaining bi'! 
trib@s are the Igorrotes and these are again 
divided into several groups, some of them 
warlike and nomadic, others peaceful and 
agricultural. A civil government has-been 
sstablished among them which is working 
satisfactorily.

Hanized by the monastic orders, are prin- 
cipaliy divided into Visayans, Tagglozs, 
Tiocanos, Bicols, Pangasavians, Pampan-

are fifty hospitals in Chicago. Neverthe- 
less, both the Health department and the 
charitable societies are tinding it impossi- 
ble to get admission for cases of scarlet 
fever, measles, whooping cough, and diph- 
theria. The reason is that little provision 
has been made for the treatment of con- 
tagious diseases. At the County Hospital 
there is a contagious diseases ward, and at 
one of the private hospitals the generosity 
of a well-known family has recently secured 
the erection of a kind of annex exclusively 
for cases of contagious disease among chil- 
dren, There may aiso be a few other places 
to which such cases might be sent. Ip 
general, however, it may be said that the 
accommodation provided in Chicago for dis- 
eases of the kind mentioned is shockingly 
inadequate. One might almost be led to 
conclude that there was a kind of dis- 
crimination against them. _ 
A person suffering from 4 non-contagious 
disease gets treatment easily. A person 
suffering from a disease which is more dan- 
gerous than if it were non-contagious gets 
treatment with great difficulty. This is not 
as it ought to be. If one were to divide 
all diseases into two. classes, those which 
are contagious and those which are not, it 
is evident that the first ciass has the first 
claim, The nop-contagious disease is a 
serious matter for the patient. The con- 
tagious disease is a serious matter for the 
community. Consider the situation which 
recurs continually in the more crowded 
parts of town. A family of ten is living 
in three rooms. One of the boys comes 
4own with diphtheria, He camnot get prop- 
‘ercare at home. Neither can he be so isolat- 
ed as to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Application is made to rhe hospitals, There 
is either no room for anybody er at least 
mo room for contagious patients, The boy, 
therefore, lies at home in, the same room 
with his brothers and ‘sisters, in a house 
hswarming with other children, in a block 
containing anywhere from 1,000 to 1,500 
people. The danger te the community need 
“pardly be pointed out.

. be given first-chance. It is for them that 
epecial preparation should be made. They 
rare more difficult to handle, of course, but 
they are aiso of infinitely greater public 
concern if they are not handled.

N’ PERSON of title in France has ever 


occupied the time and attention of the 
courts of law so uninterruptedly as 
the Duchess of Talleyrand de Sagan 
and de Valencay, who during the 
lifetime of her father-in-law—that Is to gay, 
until four years ago—was known in the a 
fAnable world at Paris as the Princesse ge 
Sagan. She has figured in turn either as 
plaintiff or as defendant in suits against her 
husband. her eldest son, her brothérs and 
their wives, against her husband's relatives, 
against her servants, picture dealers, cou- 
touriers, and, in fact, against almost every 


tradesman of any importance in Paria, 


Just at the present moment she is the de- 
fendant in an action brought against her by 
her husband's younger brother, who bears 


the title of Duke of Montmorency, and owing 


to the frenquency of such proceedings I 
would not deem it worth while making any 
reference to the matter In there columns 
were it not for the curious light which it 
throws on the family relations of one of the 
most conspicuous houses of the French arts- 
tocracy, a house into which thé daughter of 
Levi P. Morton, former Vice President of 
the United States, has married, being the 
wife of the younger son of the Duke of Tal- 
leyrand. 

The proceedings in questign will be deter- 
mined by the importance which the tribunal 
will attach to a letter written by the late 
Duke of Talleyrand, of Sagan and of Vai- 
encay, addressed te»three out of his four 
children—namely: to the widowed Countess 
d’Etchegoyen, to the widow of the late 
Prince of Purstenberg (now married to 
Count Jean de Castellane), and to his eldest 
son, the present Duke of Talleyrand, of Sa- 
gan and of Valéneay. The letter is dated 
Dec. 4, 1892, and stated that inasmuch as 
the $400,000 which would at his death fall 
to the share of his younger son, Adaibert, 
Duc de Montmorency, had already been dis- 
counted by the latter and would become the 
prey of his numerous creditors, he, that is,

WOMEN MAKE UNUSUAL DEMAND 
ON THECITY. 


One Was Found Solilequizing on the 
Sidewalk by One of Captain Seb uet- 
tler’s Policemen and Paid a $25 Fine 
—The Other Found It Just as Expen-. 
sive to Wreck a Neighbor's Fenee- 
Mayor, Corporation Counsel, Coun- 
cil, and Others to Aig Them. 


** Vindication ’’ from the City Counell is 
wanted by two women whose good names 
have suffered, they assert, in the adminis- 
tration of justice in Chicago. To such pro- 


~portions has the, matter grown that the 


Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City 
ControMer, a number of other city officials, 
some physicians, two police magistrates, two 
police Captains, several policemen, and some 
others areinvolved. | 

After considerable delving in the old city 
charter a method has been discovered by 
which the two women can be “ vindicated " 
and reimbursed financially. The new char- 
ter offered nothing, but the old one contains 
a. provision which is still effective. So the 
unusual apectacie of the city gaing back to 
its discarded laws to oblige two women will 
be presented. 


By TBwo-thirds Vote. 

A two-thirds vote of the City Council will 
return to Mrs. Sarah Beaton and Mrs. Mar- 
xaret Dooley $25 each, which is,the amoupt 
of the fines imposed on them by police jus- 
tices. They will consider this a “ vindica- 
tion ’’ and be satisfied. Mayor Harrison is 
in favor of *‘ vindicating ’’ them, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Walker has found a way. 
So the City Council will be asked to pass 
an ordinance restoring the money to the two 
women. 

Mrs. Dooley had the harder luck of the 
two. Mrs. Beaton has to admit that she 
had been imbibing something stronger than 
tea when the arm of the law got hoid of her. 
She was found sitting on the pavement at 
Barry avenue, *near Clark street, philoso- 
phiging on the uncertain conditions of Hfe, 
and was taken in charge by a policeman and 
harbored in the Sheffield Avenue Police Sta- 
tion. There she entertained the matron 
during the night. 


Her Reticule Disappears. 


This was called “ disorderly conduct ”’ the 
next morning in the police court, and Mrs. 
Beaton paid $25 to keep from going to the 
bridewell. Then she discovered that a reti- 
cule containing $200, which she carried as 
‘pin money,” and a pair of gold-rimmed 
eye-glasses had disappeared. After several 
policemen under Captain Schuettler had 
spent four days following Mrs. Beaton over 
the route on which she had obtained her 
philosophy,” Herbert Anderson, a bar- 
tender, was arrested for the theft, and is 
now awaiting trial. 

Those who are interceding for Mrs. Beaton 
say that She is an estimable woman, mature 
in years and refined, with just one failing. 


Trouble Over a Fence. 

Mrs. Dooley had a disagreement with John 
Alling at 6822 Dearb@rn street over a fence. 
That is, it was the fence which caused the 
disagreement. It was not conducted over 
the fence; because Mrs. Dooley had chopped 
that down. She thought the structure was 
on her property. Alling didn’t think it was, 
so he swore out two warrants against his 
neighbor, one charging her with destruction 
of property and the other with disorderly 
conduct. Justice Quinn dismissed the first 
complaint, but fined the fence destroyer $25 
as “disorderly.” Like Mrs, Beaton, she 
paid it to keep from going to the bridewell. 

Now both these women want their good 
names restored to them. They don't want 
to rest under the charge of having paid a 
police court fine, and the City Council, which 
is always a gallant will be asked 
do its part.

ORE AS A SHIP. WRECKER 


EXPERTS EXPLAIN ITS MAGNETIC 
[INFLUENCE ON COMPASSES. 


Disaste Which Overtook the Tampze 
and the Aurora Laid to the Actioa 
of the Deposits on the Superier 
Shores and It is Admitted That Such 
an Accident Is Possible — Marines 
Should Use Care and Caicvilate on 
the DeBection—Ofter Used as Exeuse 


Special interest 
which overtook the steamer Tampa and the 
schooner Aurora on Tuesday on the north 
shore of Lake Superior, twenty miles from 
Duluth, because of the reason atgigned for 
the accident. 

Mariners say that the vessels were 
wrecked because of a deflection in the com- 
Passes, due to the magnetic influence of the 
iron ©re deposits along the north shore of 
the lake. It has been known that such an 
influence exists, but sailors generally have 
been able to make allowances for it and 
thereby avert disaster. 

“The question of making a thorough 
metic survey of this part of the north shor 
of the lake has been much discussed this 
winter,’ said Lieutenant Waldo Evans of 
the United States hydrographic office in the 
Masonic Temple yesterday, “‘ but whether 
such a survey whi be made has.not yet been 
decided. For myself, doubt whether the 
influence of the ore on the compasses is as 
great as some seem to think. It makes a 
ready excuse, however, sometimes for those 
who are realy careless in. the handling of 
their compasses. Vessels must be pretty 
close inshore to feel the influence at all.”’ 

Lieutenant W. J. Wilson of the same office 
said that the handling of compacses and the 
making of allowances for magnetic influ- 
ences on the shore, as well as for the influ- 
ences exerted by the trun and steel in the 
vessels. themselves, are points which are 
especially emphasized in the Chicago Nau- 
tical School, of whieh he has charge. The 
only two specially dangerous points on the 
shoree of the great lakes, he said, were this 
north shore of Lake Superior, from Duluth 
200 miles east to Magnetic Island, Ont., and 
the vicinity of Duck Island, at the east end 
of Lake Ontario. 

‘“* Not many wreeks have been due to these 
magnetic shore influences,” declared Lieu- 
tenant Wileon. “ Disasters have been at- 
tributed to.this cause when the real reason 
was incompetence or carelessness in hand- 
ling the compass. Still, the shore influence 
és real, not imaginary, an@ if not! properly

gical Seminary was settled yesterday when 
the Board of Directors elected Dr. J. 8. Riggs 
of the Auburn (N. Y.) Seminary to the chair 
of New Testament literature and exegesis, 
which chair he held at At the same 
meeti Dr. Andrew C. Zenos was trans- 
ferred from the chair of biblical theology to 
that of church history. _ 

It was in the action in Dr. Riggs’ case that 
#pecial interest centered, owing to current 
reports that there was a division in the board 
over the so-called liberal views of the Au- 
burn man. 

Deny Any Serious Friction. 

“ These reports were greatly exagger- 
ated,” said Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls, Presi- 
dent of the board, last evening. “ As in- 
dicating a serious division in the board, or 
in the Nominating committee, they were 
wholly wrong. There was a delay in the 
election of Dr. Riggs, but this was due sim- 
ply to the fact that some of the members of 
the Nominating committee were not ac- 
quainted with Dr. Riggs’ views, and want- 
ed time in which to make inquiries. Those 
inquiries were perfectly proper, and when 
they were ahswéred satisfactorily at to- 
day's meeting of the board the election of Dr. 
Riggs followed. It was a perfectly har- 
monious meeting.” - 

“The report about a serious division over 
Dr. Riggs’ theology was false,’’ said Di- 
rector Cyrus H. McCormick after the méet- 
ing. “It must have been started to hurt 
the seminary. The so-called minority did 
not oppose Dr. Riggs, but simply asked for 
more information about him. Today we 
@ave it to them. There was no contention 
over the matter.” 4 ; 

Minority Member Reticent. 

Dr. W. 8. Plumer Bryan, pastor of the 
Church of the Covenant and a memberof the 
minority of the Nominating committee, 
which, it has been stated, opposed Dr.

Tribute to Dr. 

President Niccolls paid a high tribute to 

Dr. Riggs. 
._ “ He has been a professor in the Auburn 
Seminary for eight years,’ said he, “and 
has Occupied with great acceptability a simni- 
ilar chair to the one he has been elected to 
fill here. He is one of the foremost Greek 
scholars in the country. As an author he 
has a wide reputation. He has always en- 
joyed the confidence and esteem of those 
connected with him. He is noted for espe- 
cial ability in expository preaching. So 
greatly esteemed in fact has he been at Au- 
burn that they have been making the utmost 
efforts to keep him there. But we want him 
heré and expect to have him.” 

It is stated by Dr. Riggs’ friends that he is 
a highly educated, broad-minded man, and 
by reason of this same broad-mindedneas 
might be classed by some as belonging to 
the liberal class of theologians, though not 
as conspicuously so as some others.

“CAP” JOHN WHITE DEAD: 
MANY YEARS A SHOWMAN. 


Old Time Circus Follower and a Mem- 
ber of the County Democracy Resists 
Long Illness in Vain. 


John White, better Known in Chicago and 
the surrounding country as “Cap” White, 
a prominent character in First Ward politics 
and in the levee, died at noon yésterday at 
his home, 196 Dearborn avefiue. He had been 
ill for some time with pneumonia, For more 
than a de¢adé White conducted the Globe 
Dime Museum, in State street, near Con- 
gress, and wherever the show business is 
known the name of “ Cap” white is eqtally 
prominent. 

The trip of the Cook County Democracy 
through the South was'thé cause of the 
veteran showman’s illness. The changes of 
climate which it experienced caused “ Cap” 
White to take a severe cold. This was early 
in the trip, and the man who had followed 
the canvas from childhood feared no serious 
outcome of his trouble. When he returned 
to Chicago he was still sick, and at the ad- 
vite of his wife went to Hot Springs, Ark. 
The climate there did not agree with him 
and he returned to Chicago worse than when 
heleft. He was always an active worker, and 
his détermination not to give up accentuated 

trouble. 
hits was born in Chicago fifty-four years 
ago near the present site of the Virginia 
Hotel.
